A FEW HINTS ON PLANTING. 


Or 


SOIL. 


2 HODODENDRONS can be grown in 
almost any soil that does not con- 
tain lime in appreciable quantities. 

In preparing beds or borders for their 
reception the ground should be thoroughly 
trenched to a depth of two feet or more, 
throwing out any sand, gravel or clay 
that may be encountered, and replacing 
them with good fibrous loam and peat. 
The latter is not absolutely necessary, but 
better results are obtained where it is 
used, suitable proportions being one-third 
fibrous loam, one-third peat, and one-third 
of the natural soil with a sprinkling of 
well-rotted leaf mould, if it is available. 
Close, heavy soils are also benefited by 
the addition of some sharp sand. Fresh 
stable manure should be avoided, but 
some well-rotted cow manure should be 
added, care being taken to keep it well 
away from the roots when planting. An 
annual mulch of well decayed cow manure 
and leaf mould, equal parts of each applied 
in April to early May will assist and main- 
tain healthy vigorous growth, especially 
on rather light hungry soils and in exposed 
positions. 


SITUATION. 


Rhododendrons can be grown in practically any situation, the only exceptions being those 
spots entirely in the shade of big trees, or steep banks facing south. In the former case the plants 
are deprived of the sunlight essential to good health, while in the latter they suffer from drought 
during hot, dry weather. A cool, moist position suits them best, and, provided the ground is 
well drained, they will flourish in comparatively wet spots. Partial shade is beneficial rather than 
otherwise, if it can be obtained without planting too near the roots of strong-growing subjects. 


PLANTING. 


This can be done at any time from October to May, except during severe frost. The ground 
should not be too wet, and the plants must be thoroughly trodden in when planted; in fact, 
if the soil has been properly prepared for them it is nearly impossible to tread Rhododendrons 
too firmly. They should be planted at the same depth as they have been before, or a trifle deeper, 
the ground-mark on the stem being a sufficient guide for this. If the roots are at all dry they 
should be thoroughly soaked before being planted by standing them in water for a short time. 


DISTANCES TO PLANT. 


For general purposes.a distance of one-and-a-half times the height of the plants out of ground 
is a good guide when planting Rhododendrons. Thus plants two feet in height should be three 
feet apart; four feet high, six feet apart, and so on. ~ 


AFTER FLOWERING. | 


Do not fail to remove the blooms as soon as they are over. This prevents the formation 
of seed pods and in consequence promotes growth and flowers for the subsequent season.

On heavy soils and in other 
situations, Spring planting is preferable, 
though being grown in pots it may safely be 
done during favourable weather at any time 
of the year. 


PRUNING AND CULTIVATION. 


They thrive in any good garden soil and 
are much benefited by a mulch of well decayed 
manure in Spring. The section divides itself 
roughly into two groups :— 

A. Those that flower from the ripened 
wood of the previous season’s growth. 


B. Those that flower from the current 
summer growth. 


Under A. are the well-known C. montana 
and its varieties and those of the patens and 
florida type. Under B. come C. Jackmanni 
and similar varieties. 


The varieties marked A. should be pruned 
immediately after flowering. This consists 
of cutting back useless growths that have 
just flowered, to encourage strong, healthy 
shoots to develop for next season’s flower- 
ing. These growths should be thinned 
and tied in the following Winter where necessary. 

The varieties marked B. should have all useless and twiggy growths cut away in February 
or March and weak growths pruned back to two or three pairs of eyes, while the stronger 
| growths should be stightly shortened in varying proportion according to the vigour of 
| the shoot, so as to leave a well-balanced plant for flowering from top to bottom.

1. All strong lateral shoots should be lightly trimmed back in Spring to encourage bushy 
growth. 


2. Strong leading shoots should have their tips only pinched out lightly to encourage the 
formation of side growths. 


3. When the hedge has reached the required height, but not before, keep the top evenly 
clipped. 


4. Keep the soil over the roots free from weeds and lightly stirred for the first few years. 
When hedge is established, annual clipping should be done in July and early August.
